1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
independent claim the recitation of a passenger airbag system comprising a cushion; an 
airbag housing mounted to an instrument panel; a retainer attached to the airbag 
housing; an inflator having the upper end vertically inserted into the rear part of the 
airbag housing in the normal direction thereof so that the Inflator discharges gas to the 
cushion, and the lower end fixed to the outer circumference of a cowl cross member; 
and an inflator bracket attached to the airbag housing in combination with the rest of 
the recited elements, clearly defines over the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references cited each discloses some features in common 
with the present invention. U.S. Patent 5,772,241 to Heilig teaches an inflator inserted 
Into an airbag vertically wherein the inflator comprises a bracket as shown in figure 3. 
U.S. Patent 5,762,360 to Damman, et al teaches an inflator inserted into the airbag 
vertically wherein the airbag Is mounted to an instrument panel. U.S. Patents 
3,822,894 and 5,511,818 teaches inflators inserted vertically into airbag modules.
